Chionodoxa 

LUCILIAE  (Glory-of-the-Snow) .  Bloom 
at  the  time  of  the  Crocuses,  producing 
dwarf  flower  spikes,  bearing  from  10  to 
12  flowers  of  a  sky-blue  with  a  pure 
white  heart,  creating  a  lovely  effect. 
They  should  be  planted  about  18  bulbs 
to  a  square  foot,  in  a  sunny  location  or 
in  half  shade  and  in  places  where  they 
can  remain  undisturbed  for  a  number 
of  years.

Erythronium 

Dog’s-tooth  Violets 

Are  charming  woodland  plants,  produc¬ 
ing  in  early  April,  small,  Lily-like  flowers 
of  which  the  colors  run  in  delicate  tints  of 
white,  pink,  cream,  bright  yellow  and  rose. 
They  thrive  in  shaded  corners,  in  woods  or 
rock  gardens.  Their  beauty  is  enhanced 
by  their  richly  mottled  leaves.

Blue  Bells 

This  is  indispensable  in  the  garden  fer 
color  effect.

It  is  permanent  and 
helpful  to  create  beautiful  pictures,  espe¬ 
cially  in  shady  places.
